Unless otherwise directed by this Court, the files, records,
and proceedings of the State Board of Contiinuing Legal Educationm,
as they may félateito~or arise out of any failure of an active
attorney t§ satisfy'the continuing.légal education requirements,
shall bé deemed cdnfidential and shall not be disclosed except in
furtherance of its duties, or upon request of the attormey affected,
or as they may be introduced in evidence 9r otherwise produced in

proceedings in accordance with these rules.

RULE 6 - Payment of Expenses
All miscellaneous and neceséary expenses of the Board of
Continuing Legal Educatioﬁ and its meméef$ certified to this Court
as having béen incu;red in the performénce of their duties under
these rules shall be paid onn vouchers approved by this Court
from funds now-érvhereafter deposited to its credit with the State
of Minnesota or elsewhere.

RULE 7 - Supplemental Rules

The State Board of Continuing Legal Education may make and
adopt rules and regulatioms not inconsistpnt with these rules

governing the conduct of business and perfformance of its duties.
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
